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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the request for continued examination and amendment 
filed January 14, 2005. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this apph'cation after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finaUty of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1. 114. Apphcant's submission filed on January 14, 2005 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The limitations added to claims 1 and 17 are sufficient to overcome the Zheng et al. (US 
6,762,085) and Chu et al. (US 6,649,492) references either alone or in combination. Therefore, 
the rejections of claims 1-4, 7-10 and 17-20 as being unpatentable over Zheng in view of Chu are 
hereby withdrawn. 

The limitations added to claim 1 1 are sufficient to overcome the Haken (US 5,141,890, 
previously cited) and Chu et al. (US 6,649,492) references either alone or in combination. 
Therefore, the rejections of claims 1 1 and 14-16 as being unpatentable over Haken in view of 
Chu, claim 12 as being unpatentable over Haken in view of Chu and Sitaram, and claim 13 as 
being unpatentable over Haken in view of Chu, Sitaram and Blair are hereby withdrawn. 

The limitations added to claims 1 and 17 are sufficient to overcome the Kim et al. (US 
5,291,052) and Chu et al. (US 6,649,492) references either alone or in combination. Therefore, 
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the rejections of claims 1, 7, 8 and 17 as being unpatentable over Kim in view of Chu and claim 
6 as being unpatentable over Kjm in view of Chu and Sitaram are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reasons for the allowance of claim 21 is the inclusion therein, in 
combination as currently claimed, of the limitations of providing first spacers to first and second 
gates and selectively providing a second spacer to the first gate, wherein both the first and 
second spacers include nitride. These limitations were found in claim 21 and are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
